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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

The 2005-2006 school year for Calhoun Falls High School was characterized by teachers
continuing to strive for student academic improvement.

Community members, parents, students, and staff, working along with the School
Improvement Council, refined the School Renewal Plan to include additional goals for
student improvement and strategies to meet those goals.

Strategies for improving student achievement included continuation of the after-school
program, which is funded by the 21st Century Community Learning Center Grant.
Approximately 100 students in grades 7-12 participated in PACT and HSAP enrichment
and homework assistance. Financial assistance from the State Department of Education
provided resources for professional development programs and two additional teachers
specialists. These specialists worked closely with teachers and middle school students
to build upon the students’ strengths to better prepare them for the transition into the
9-12 curriculum of Calhoun Falls High School.

Teachers and students have worked diligently to continue their Good academic progress
on the State Report Card as well as maintaining the "AYP MET" status of the "No Child
Left Behind" legislation.
